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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


We are glad to express at this time our appreciation of the — 
work of our schools during the past year. The spirit of 
earnestness on the part of teachers and puvils and the de- 
sire of parents and friends of the schools to help has been very 
evident. 

Many of our teachers are trying to qualify taemselves 
towards the status which you desire by taking the Summer 
Course at the Keene Normal School. | 

The helpful teachers’ meetings prepared by our Superin- 
tendent for the teachers, which should be attended 
by every teacher in our town, as well as the intelligence and 
efficiency tests given by him to the children, are bringing our 
schools up to a higher degree of excellence and efficiency. 

We realize that the standard for the pupils in our schools 
must be high in order for them to maintain the high stand- 
ard required upon entering Pinkerton Academy. We are most 
fortunate in having access to such an institution. Let us 
help to keep the standard high. 

At the opening of the Fall term it was one that some re- 
pairs at No. 1 school house were so vitally necessary to the . 
well being of pupils and teacher that these necessary repairs 
were made. ‘The well which has not been in use for several 
years was thoroughly cleaned out, the top stones were relaid, 
the whole was covered with cement, a new Myers pump in- | 
stalled and the school was shingled. 

No. 8 school building was carefully looked after during the 
summer vacation and the interior now presents a neater and 
more attractive appearance. One urgent need of at least 
three of our schools is new seats and desks, for, when we con- 
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sider that our school buildings constitute the school home of 
our children for 36 out of the 52 weeks in a year, in justice 
to them should we not see to it that these buildings are com- 
fortably furnished and kept in good repair? 

Limited space in this report will not permit a detailed ac- 
count of the accomplishments of the Parent-Teachers’ Associ- 
ation in Nos. 7 and 8. Suffice it to say that many necessary 
utensils for the comfort and welfare of these and the Morri- 
son school have been provided by these associations, includ- 
ing bookcases, cabinets, lamps, a victrola, and many other 
articles of equipment. We are convinced that this organiza- 
tion is of great benefit to any school district where it exists, 
and we earnestly recommend that such an association be 
formed in the other districts. In this connection we would 
mention the gift of a large map to No. 8 school by Mr. Wil- 
ham Starr. 

We would urge parents to consider frequent visiting of the 
schools during regular sessions as essential to the welfare of 
their children as is the daily routine of home work which is 
performed in their behalf. Many of our parents are realiz- 
ing the need of so doing and may we ask that, not only 
parents, but all interested friends of the pupils will avail 
themselves of this privilege—for as such we regard it. 

In closing, we wish to thank you for your codperation and 
support, and we take pleasure in announcing to you that 
Londonderry has been placed in Group A. We receive this 
year the sum of $2,259.14 from the state. 

Let us not regard this as “State aid” but as a rebate given 
to those towns which fulflll their highest obligation.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


It is with pleasure that I present my fourth annual re- 
port. The work of the schools has progressed wuninter- 
ruptedly except for differences in the periods of vacations 
and other minor difficulties. 


THE PERSONNEL OF THE SCHOOLS. 


Miss Elizabeth McCauley resigned as school nurse to enter 
a business enterprise of her own. Miss McCauley was faith- | 
ful and efficient in her duties, and it was with much regret 
that her resignation was received by the supervisory dis- 
trict. } iis 

Mrs. Elizabeth Davey, of Keene, N. H., a registered 
nurse, was elected to take Miss McCauley’s place. This 
year’s record indicates that good progress is being made in 
this department. 

The resignation, on account of illness, of Mrs. Francelia 
\Gilchrist, a teacher of experience and’ excellent general edu- 
cation, was received by the School Board. This vacancy 
was filled by Miss Freida Low by transfer from No. Four 
District and, upon her resignation to attend Keene Normal 
School, the school was filled: by Miss Madeline Le Clair, a 
teacher of experience from Maine. Miss Flora Charter of 
Auburn was elected to fill the vacancy at No. Four. Miss 
Doris French resigned from the No. Eight District to accept 
a position in Kensington. Miss Margaret O’Leary of Mer- 
rimack was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Mrs. Rebecca Blodget was granted leave of absence for 
one month to complete her practice work at Keene Normal 
School. The attitude of professional improvement taken 
by Mrs. Blodgett is a most commendable one. Every one 
of our teachers has now had some normal school training.

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Mernor oF SUPERVISION. 


The same method of supervision has been employed. ‘That 
is by making evaluations of the results secured and basing 
the necessity of emphasis upon a particular subject or phase 
of schoolwork on the character of the results secured. 

Tests have been given in reading, writing, spelling and 
elementary number work or the fundamentals, and in his- 
tory, geography, arithmetic, English and grammar for con- 
tent values. 

An interesting examination in spelling and arithmetic, is- 
sued by the State Board of Education, was given to the 
eighth grade in October, being the same examination that 
was given at Springfield in 1846. 

The results are summarized below. The inferences that 
may be drawn are obvious. The work of city and village 
graded schools comes in direct comparison with work of a 
rural type, fundamental in nature.

THE SCHOOLS ARE FOR THE CHILDREN. 


Our limited cycle of existence and scope of activity leads 
every one to feel the importance of doing a little better by the 
future generation and of giving every child a fair chance to 
find himself and his occupational level. Such a course of 
procedure results not only to the advantage of the child but 
to the economic advantage of the community. In short the 
schools should have the responsibility of finding the child 
whose earning capacity by traditonal methods of education 
would normally be $1500 per year when such a child by a 
fuller exposure to the major activities of life and the finding 
of a higher level of occupation would be capable of earning 
$5000 or more per year. 


Co6OPERATION. 


Teachers, parents and citizens should feel free to codperate 
in the administration and supervision of the schools. Such a 
method secures the greatest amount of development and 
growth. ‘'This statement does not mean to infer that codper- 
ation of teacher is of an optional nature to be exercised or 
not according to the inclination of the teacher. 
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RESPONSIBILITY. 


It is a responsibility located with the teacher to insure the 
production of results. Without the imposition of responsi- 
bility for results being located as a part of the cooperative 
policy the general results are apt to be poor. 

The advice and codperation of parents, citizens and teach- 
ers is solicited and any suggestions that may be made relative 
_ to the improvement of our school system as a whole will be 
greatly appreciated. : 

Some one is responsible for the condition of the schools 
as we find them.’ If the solution of the problems arising 
from these condition as a codperative one, as I believe it is, 
the price of the solution is your time and your thought, the | 
time and thought of the school teachers and the time and 
thought of the School Board. : 

In conclusion I wish to express to the School Board my ap- 
preciation of their generous assistance and spirit of helpful- 
ness in conducting the work of the schools.
